As soon as Colonel Lewis learned that 


Judge Humphrey 
had ordered 
him 


imprisoned in the gangsmen county Jail 
for sixty days he lost no time extricat- 
ing himself from his delicate position. 
Colonel Leu-Is sent Elijah N. Zoline, 
one of the assistant corporation coun- 
sels of Chicago, down to Madison coun- 
ty to dismitssi the snit which he had 
filed for'the bondholders of "the Inter- 
national Trust company against the 
Farmers' Loan and Trust company, the 
owners of the Alton water works under 
and by virtue of the special master-m- 
chancery's saile.
